IT*.  LOGAN*  This  is  an  application  by  the 
accused  for  amendment  of  Rule  6(b)(1),  as  amended  on 
Kay  20,  194-6,  so  the  last  sentence  of  the  rule  shall 
read, 

"If  the  document  is  in  a  language  other  than 
English  or  Japanese,  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  the 
purpose  of  this  provision  if  a  translation  into  both 
English  and  Japanese  of  such  document,  or  such  part  or 
parts  is  delivered  to  the  Prosecution  or  the  accused 
concerned  or  his  counsel,  and  to  such  officer." 

The  rule  as  it  stands  today  roads  "English 
or  Japanese,"  and  y to  are  asking  it  be  changed  so  that 
tho  accused  will  be  furnished  with  copies  in  both  Eng¬ 
lish  and  Japanese  of  any  document  v/hich  is  in  a  language 
other  than  English  or  Japaneso. 

i!R.  7<ILLIAKS*  It  won*t  be  necessary  for  you 
to  argue  that  matter,  Mr,  Logan,  as  far  as  we  are  con¬ 
cerned.  V/e  have  boon,  following  that  system.  Y/e  be¬ 
lieve,  that  in  view  of  Section  III,  Article  9b  of  the 
Charter  requiring  all  proceedings  to  bo  in  both  English 
and  the  langur. go  of  tho  accused,  that  that  sufficiently 
modifies  the  rule  so  that  it  requires  us  to  provide 
the  excerpts  which  wo  are  offering  in  evidence  in  both 
languages,  and  we  arc  so  providing. 
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THE  PRESIDENT:  Then  you  a^rco  to  th^  amend¬ 
ment? 

HR.  V/ILLIAf IS :  Yes. 

MR.  LOGAN:  I  Just  want  to  call  your  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  fact  that  one  document  —  No.  1691  — 
was  served  on  Japanese  counsel  in  a  Chinose  copy. 

MR.  JUSTICE  MANSFIELD!  That  "'as  a  mistake. 

THE  PRESIDENT!  Those  things  will  happen, 

MR.  V7ILLIAI1S:  I  will  check  on  that. 

MR.  LOGAN:  Will  you  take  it  up? 

MR.  WILLIAMS:  I  couldn’t  tell  the  differ¬ 
ence  between  Chinese  and  Japanese  by  looking  at  it, 

I  suspect  the  boys  doing  the  distribution  did  the 
sarao  thing.
